The disclosure is objected to because it contains an embedded hyperlink and/or other 
form of browser-executable code. Applicant is required to delete the embedded hyperlink and/or 
other form of browser-executable code. See MPEP § 608.01. 
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Claim Objections 

The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are not 
enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed description of the 
drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same element or group of elements in 
the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so as to avoid confusion with other numbers or 
characters which may appear in the claims. See MPEP § 608.01 (m). 

Claims 5-8 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP 
§ 608.0 l(n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current U.S. 
practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and are 
replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 
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The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

For examination purposes, the claims will be interpreted as best can be understood 
by the Examiner for applying prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Phillips et al. (US 
7072863). 

Phillips et al discloses a method of processing data relating to historical performance series (Al, 
A2, Am) of markets and/financial tools to obtain a synthetic index (PROXYNTETICA) 
constituted by a series of performances (Axl, Ax2, Axn) representative of various economical 
and financial scenarios, where the method comprises the following steps: - acquiring data 
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relating to a historical series ofm performances (Al, A2, Am), - setting up a given number (n) 
representing the number of performances (Axl, Ax2,.., Axn) to be produced for constituting the 
index (PROXYNTETICA), - setting up a first number of probability levels (Pmin, Pmax and 
50%) to utilize for defining control systems and a second number of probability levels (Pinf, 
Psup and 50%) to utilize for defining statistical scenarios, - setting up (s) time intervals (Tl, T2, 

Ts) including the time interval (T*) equal to the given number (n), in which particular 
mathematical constraints are to be verified between the curves of the control system originated 
by the performances (Axl, Ax2, ...,Axn) of the index (PROXYNTETICA) and the statistical 
scenarios obtained from the given historical performance series (Al, A2, Am), - calculating a 
number of statistical scenarios (Scenario (Pi, Ti)) constructed in accordance with said second 
number of probability levels and the (s) time intervals, wherein i e [l...p] and j ~ [l...s], 
- setting up a growing series of correlation values, - selecting a non-linear programming 
algorithm for identifying the global optima, - setting up said algorithm so that the same: a) 
assumes the (n) performances (Axl, Ax2, Axn) as the unknown variables to be produced for 
constituting the synthetic index (PROXYNTETICA), b) minimizes and/or maximizes a objective 
function (FO) obtained as a standard logarithmic deviation from the unknown variables (Axl, 
Ax2, Axn), and - setting up constraints for the algorithm implementing process, so that said 
algorithm calculates the unknown variables (Axl, Ax2, Axn) for a minimum and/or maximum 
synthetic index (PROXYNTETICA min and/or PROXYNTETICA max) (see figure 11, step 
191, col. 38 lines 35-50, col. 47, line 47 to col. 48 lines 33) In addition, the claim reads on the 
Mean-Variance optimization (otherwise known as the Markowitz Portfolio Optimization Model). 
Specifically as to claim 2, first number of probability levels for defining control systems is 
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constituted of three probability levels (Pmin, Pmax and 50%) comprising an average probability 
level equal to 50%, a minimum probability level (Pmin) 50% and a maximum probability level 
(Pmax) >50% (see col 33-38). 

Specifically as to claim 3, the second number of probability levels for defining statistical 
scenarios is constituted of three probability levels (Pinf, Psup and 50%) comprising an average 
probability level equal to 50%, a lower probability level (Pinf) 50% and a higher probability 
level (Psup) > 50% (see col. 33-38). 

Specifically as to claim 4wherein the number of statistical scenarios (Scenario (Pi, Tj)) is equal 
to three statistical scenarios constructed in accordance to said three levels of probability (Pinf, 
Psup and 50%) (see above rejection for claims 1-3 and in addition, see col 33, and 49-50). 



Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement. 
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Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 CFR 
3.73(b). 

Claims 1-8 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6 of copending Application No. 
1 1/078310. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct 
from each other because the instant claimed invention is within the scope of the broader claimed 
invention of 11/078310. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

Examiner's Note 

Examiner has cited particular columns and line numbers in the references as applied to 
the claims below for the convenience of the applicant. Although the specified citations are 
representative of the teachings in the art and are applied to the specific limitations within the 
individual claim, other passages and figures may apply as well. It is respectfully requested from 
the applicant, in preparing the responses, to fully consider the references in entirety as potentially 
teaching all or part of the claimed invention, as well as the context of the passage as taught by 
the prior art or disclosed by the examiner. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Lea et al disclose a financial instrument portfolio credit exposure evaluation. Tosh et 
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al. disclose a method of evaluation long-term average portfolio risk and return for cyclical 
corporation. Nishimaki discloses a financial transaction program. Boardman et al. disclose a 
store forecasting process. Venkat et al. disclose a revenue planning and forecasting system.
